3.  In  case  a Poll  is  required  in  any  Ward  or  Wards 
in  said  City,  the  vote  of  the  Electors  entitled  to  vote

4.  The  said  Returning  Officer  s: i.  ,U  appoint  a Dejiuty 
Returning  Officer  for  each  Ward  in  which  a Poll  shall 
be  required  at  least  one  day  before  said  Poll  is  taken, 
who  shall  preside  at  the  polling  place  in  the  Wai-d  for 
which  he  is  appointed,  and  after  the  close  of  the  Poll 
shall  forthwith  close  up  the  ballot  box  for  such  Ward 
so  as  to  prevent  the  insertion  of  additional  ballot 
papers,  and  deliver  the  said  box  to  the  Returning 
Officer.

9.  The  Returning  Officer  shall,  before  the  opening 
of  the  Poll,  deliver  or  cause  to  be  delivered,  to  every 
Deputy  Returning  Officer  the  ballot  jiapers  for  use  in 
the  Ward  for  which  such  Deputy  Returning  Officer 
has  been  appointed  to  act,  and  shall  also  furnish  or 
cause  to  be  furnished  to  each  Deputy  Returning  Offi 
eer  a pro]ier  ballot  box  and  tbe  materials  necessary 
for  voters  to  mark  the  ballot  papers,  and  sueb  materi- 
als shall  be  kept  at  the  respective  polling  places  for 
the  convenient  use  of  voters  during  said  election.
